Owing  to  llie  meagre  telegrams  received 
from  C'liili,  and  to  the  official  control  ol  tlie 
telegraph  lines,  it  is  impossible  to  learn  the 
exact  situation  in  that  country.  It  is  evi- 
dent, however,  that  die  revolution  has  been 
steadily  gaining  ground,  and  that  it  lias 
secured  a  most  advantageous  position  for  a 
successful  contest.  There  appears  to  have 
been  but  litllc  lighting  up  to  the  present 
moment,  owing  perhaps  to  the  fact  that  the 
people  in  the  coast  cities  arc  favorable  to 
the  revolution,  anil  are  therefore  spared  by 
the  licet.  .Several  of  these  const  cities  have 
already  ftllen  into  llie  hands  of  the  revolu- 
tionists, while  [quique  and  others  are  closely 
blockaded.  Valparaiso  is  still  held  by  the 
government  forces,  who  arc  using  every 
means  of  repression  against  those  suspected 
of  sympathy  with  the  insurgents.  At  San- 
tiago President  Balmaceda  is  busily  fortify- 
ing the  city  and  in  raising  an  army. 

We  have  no  doubt  whatever  as  to  the 
good  intentions  of  the  constituent  assembly 
in  many  ol  the  amendments  made  to  the 
government  draft  of  the  constitution,  but  it 
must  be  said  that  some  of  them  will  cer- 
tainly lead  to  prejudicial  results.  The  adop- 
tion of  provisions  creating  a  centralized  form 
of  government,  followed  by  others  granting 
rights  to  the  states  of  the  most  extreme 
character,  are  sure  to  create  conflicts  of 
authority  in  the  near  future  which  must 
have  serious  results.  For  instance,  the  re- 
strictions placed  upon  the  clergy  and  relig- 
ious orders  as  electors,  opposed  by  the  al- 
most unrestricted  measure  of  local  self-gov- 
ernment granted  to  the  municipalities, 
which  will  inevitably  be  construed  as  a  right 
to  enfranchise  these  classes  for  local  elec- 
tions. Then  take  the  provisions  for  immi- 
gration, the  national  government  exercising 
supreme  control,  and  having  important  in- 
terests at  slake,  but  without  an  acre  of  pub- 
lic land  at  its  disposal,  This  grant  of  pub- 
lic lands  to  the  slates  is  a  serious  mistake, 
for  it  will  lead  to  such  a  multiplicity  ol  im- 
migration laws,  that  nothing  but  injury  to 
the  nation  at  large  can  result.  These 
measures  and  the  crude  provisions  for  tax- 
ation and  division  of  revenue,  must  inevita- 
bly lead  to  embarrassment  in  the  future, 
and  when  the  conflict  begins  between  the 
privileges  and  monopolies  granted  by  the 
provisional  government  and  the  rights  re- 
served by  the  states  and  municipalities, 
grave  results  may  be  anticipated. 

It  is  about  time  to  inquire  as  to  what  is 
to  result  from  the  saturnalia  of  paper  mon- 
ey that  is  raging  in  Rio  de  Janeiro.  The 
exchangeable  value  of  Messrs.  Barbosa  and 
Mayrink's  currency  has  reached  a  point  of 
depreciation  that  has  become  sensible  to  the 
consumers,  lor  prices  are  advancing  and 
there  still  hangs  over  the  market  the  further 
issues  of  this  token  paper,  the  result  of 
which  may  be  disastrous  to  all  connected 
with  foreign  markets.  The  company  or- 
ganizers and  speculators  will  make  their 
thousands  ol  amlos  de  riis  as  merrily  as  ever 
and  sing  hosannas  to  Allah  Barbosa  and 
Mahommed  May-rink,  but  the  trade  and 
commerce  and  the  laboring  classes  are  not 
likely  to  join  in  this  incense  burning.  To 
us  it  appears  that  there  is  an  indifferently 
concealed  scheme  under  all  this  appearance 
ol  immense  wealth  and  activity.  We  be- 
lieve that  the  minister  of  finance  still  resents 
the  coolness  with  which  London  bankers 
received  the  new  government,  and  that 
Sr.  Uarbosa  is  persuaded  that  he  can  show 
t>t.  Swithin's  Lane  how  independent  of  it 
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Brazil  has  become,  for  at  least  so  long  as 
printing  presses  can  be  bought  and  hired. 
With  his  gold  duties  to  meet  foreign  re- 
quirements it  appears  to  Si.  Ikrbosa  that 
how  much  or  how  little  may  be  issued  does 
not  interest  the  Treasury  ;  but,  even  if  this 
supposition  is  not  entirely  without  founda- 
tion, what  effect  does  the  minister  suppose 
will  result  to  Brazil's  foreign  trade  ?  And 
what  must  be  the  result  to  these  hundreds 
of  companies  organizing,  that  are  impossi- 
ble of  accomplishment  without  foreign 
money  ?  No  sane  person  would  attempt  to 
raise  money  in  Europe  for  companies,  the 
shares  ol  which  have  been  artificially  advan- 
ced to  the  utmost  absurdity,  and,  moreover, 
the  incorporators  of  which  are  not  ashamed 
todeclare  that  their  profits  have  been  simply 
enormous,  c.  g.,  Sr.  Sebastiflo  Pinho  with 
his  profits  in  one  year  of  /*z,  225,000  stg, 
We  certainly  should  not  like  to  approach  a 
London  banker  with  a  proposal  to  lend 
money  to  companies  that  have  been  saddled 
at  their  birth  with  such  incumbrances.  The 
speculators  in  Rio  have,  by  their  over-ween- 
ing conceit  and  ignorance  of  the  very  science 
of  speculation,  completely  shut  the  door  to 
foreign  aid,  and  unless  this  be  induced  to 
come,  there  can  only  be  one  result :  that 
which  has  so  recently  been  seen  in  the 
Argentine  Republic.  The  company  pro- 
moters and  their  satellites  may  continue  to 
turn  over  enormous  sums  in  paper  and 
grow  rich  in  proportion  as  more  currency  is 
issued,  but  bread,  and  boots,  and  clothing 
will  become  dearer  and  dearer,  wages  must 
be  advanced,  or  strikes  ensue,  and  the  merry 
speculator  of  to-day  may  be  a  sad-laced  fu- 
gitive to-morrow. 


From  all  accounts  there  is  a  very  serious 
crisis  in  the  cabinet  which  threatens-  a  tola! 
dissolution.  Gen.  Benjamin  Constant  in- 
sists on  his  resignation  in  a  letter  to  the 
chief  of  state  on  the  iStli,  and  his  with- 
drawal has  been  finally  settled.  The  reason 
given  is  broken  health,  but  it  has  long  been 
known  that  the  minister  has  not  been  whol- 
ly in  accord  with  his  colleagues  on  various 
questions.  All  things  considered,  it  must 
be  confessed  that  Gen.  Benjamin  Constant 
has  not  met  the  expectations  of  the  public. 
In  addition  to  this,  rumors  were  current 
yesterday  that  a  crisis  existed  because  of 
Gen.  Deodoro's  refusal  to  sign  a  certain 
concession  in  which  some  of  his  ministers 
seem  to  be  strangely  interested.  This  morn- 
ing the  Gaztln  de  Notions  says  that  the 
whole  ministry  has  resigned  and  mentions 
the  names  of  possible  successors.  The 
modifications,  however,  are  so  great,  not 
only  in  men  but  even  in  a  reorganization  of 
departments,  that  we  can  hardly  credit  the 
rumor.  To  reorganize  the  administrative 
system  of  the  government  just  on  the  eve 
of  the  organization  of  a  new  government 
under  the  constitution,  would  be  so  inexcu- 
sable and  impolitic  that  we  can  hardly  be- 
lieve that  Gen. Deodoro  would  consent  to  it. 


escape  the  sun,  Later  on  a  squad  of  police- 
men was  sent  there  to  clear  the  corridors, 
and  had  to  use  force  to  accomplish  the  pur- 
pose. It  is  clear  that  unless  some  effective 
measure  is  adopted,  the  police  will  be  called 
upon  every  day  to  prevent  the  closing  up  of 
the  Post-office,  and  the  practical  closing  of 
the  Praca.  The  only  remedy  is  to  forbid 
the  obstruction  ol  the  streets,  and  to  compel 
the  organization  of  a  "stock  exchange"  lor 
the  accommodation  of  these  people.  If 
they  are  making  the  fortunes  claimed,  they 
can  easily  afford  to  rent  a  building  for  their 
special  occupation. 
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According  to  telegrams  received  here  yes- 
terday from  London,  Brazilian  securities 
had   suffered  a  heavy  decline  on  receipt  of 

the  news  thin  the  Brazilian  government  pro- 
poses to  transfer  its  financial  agency  from 
the  Rothschilds  to  a  Brazilian  bank.  The 
very  first  effect  ol  this  news  was  a  decline  of 
the  18S9  loan  from  79  to  70,  a  decline  so 
marked  and  serious  that  the  minister  of  fi- 
nance can  not  help  seeing  the  disastrous  re- 
sults in  store  for  the  policy  which  he  has 
adopted.  If  he  has  believed  that  Brazilian 
credit  abroad  is  due  wholly  to  its  own 
merits,  he  can  now  see  how  completely  lie 
was  mistaken.  The  good  credit  of  this 
country  in  London  has  been  principally,  if 
not  wholly,  due  to  the  sagacity  of  the 
Rothschilds,  and  no  unknown  corporation, 
even  if  backed  up  by  the  Brazilian  govern- 
ment, can  ever  inspire  the  same  confidence, 
It  will  be  known,  if  not  known  already, 
that  the  new  bank  and  financial  agency 'is 
simply  the  creation  of  unscrupnlous  specu- 
lators, whose  operations  and  outside  risks 
may  at  any  moment  involve  the  institution 
in  serious  difficulties.  While  the  minister 
may  ride  rough-shod  over  the  opinions  and 
feelings  of  the  people  here,  he  can  not  do 
the  same  with  the  investors  abroad,  lie  is 
probably  now  aware  that  it  is  one  thing  to 
decree  paper  money  and  new  banks,  while 
it  is  quite  another  to  inspire  the  confidence 
necessary  to  maintain  the  credit  of  the 
country  abroad.

The  disgraceful  scenes  which  continue  in 
the  neighborhood  of  the  Exchange  and  Kua 
da  Alfandega,  caused  by  the  stock  gamblers 
who  collect  there  during  the  day,  ought  to 
awaken  the  authorities  to  the  necessity  of 
adopting  some  law  prohibiting  the  obstruc- 
tion of  any  public  street,  or  the  entrance  to 
any  public  building.  For  a  time  the  mu- 
nicipal authorities  seem  to  have  been  im- 
pressed with  the  idea  that  these  people  were 
engaged  in  a  lawful  business,  ami  had  a 
perfect  right  to  occupy  the  Rua  da  Alfan- 
dega, and  a  part  of  that  street  was  accord- 
ingly closed  to  freight  traffic,  to  the  great 
prejudice  of  carters,  porters,  and  the  busi- 
ness houses  of  the  neighborhood.  They 
blocked  up  the  entrances  to  the  banks  and 
business  houses  in  that  part  of  the  street ; 
they  interrupted  the  transit  of  business  men, 
and  they  made  the  whole  neighborhood  a 
standing  disgrace  to  the  city,  Quarrels  and 
fights  were  of  daily  occurrence,  and  finally 
Complaints  began  to  appear  of  the  depreda- 
tions of  pick-pockets.  When  the  disorder 
became  so  great  that  no  further  excuse  could 
be  found  to  cover  it,  the  police  interfered 
and  moved  the  crowd  to  the  space  between 
the  Post-office  and  Exchange.  Some  diffi- 
culty was  encountered  in  doing  this,  but  the 
police  finally  succeeded.  And  now  they  are 
again  called  upon  to  protect  the  public  once 
more  against  this  crowd  of  vagabonds  and 
gamblers,  who  have  not  only  blocked  up 
the  entrance  to  the  Prafa  and  its  reading- 
room,  but  have  actually  taken  possession  of 
the  corridors  in  the  post-office.  On  Satur- 
day last  we  found  it  very  difficult  to  pass 
through  this  office  because  of  the  stock 
gamblers  and  loafers  who  gathered  there  to

There  is  and 
can  be  no  object  in  refusing  to  comply  with 
the  new  regulations,  as  there  is  no  duly  on

Nearly  all  the  grades  of  coffee  shipped  are 
made  up  of  mixtures,  or  by  blending,  and 
with  the  result  that  any  sample  may  com- 
prise coffees  from  half  a  dozen  sources,  all 
partly  or  entirely  unknown  to  the  shipper. 
Ami  even  were  it  possible  to  obtain  the 
names  desired,  it  could  only  be  done  with 
much  trouble  and  through  the  aid  ol"  native 
dealers,  and  as  this  prevents  no  infraction  of 
the  tariff  laws  of  the  United  States,  ami  is  a 
practical  employment  of  foreigners,  under 
compulsion,  to  execute  the  laws  of  that 
country,  it  ought  not  to  be  insisted  upon. 


Legislative  Notes 


January  /--.—Ait.  62  of  the  constitution  framed 
by  the  government  was  substituted  by  a  provision 
that  slates  shall  be  governed  by  the  constitutions 
and  laws  [hat  they  may  make,  if  these  respect  the 
constitutional  principles  of  the  union.  Art.  63 
was  modified  so  as  to  gtve  the  public  lands 
l«>  the  slates,  the  general  government  being 
allowed  to  make  use  of  only  such  part  of  these 
lauds  as  may  be  required  by  the  public  service. 
There  was  a  tie  vote  on  the  provision  prohibiting 
the  states  from  rejecting  currency  or  issue  of  banks 
authorized  by  llie  general  government.  In  con- 
formity witli  the  rules,  the  president  declared  that 
tins  provision  would  be  put  to  the  vote  ngain  at 
the  next  silling.  As  several  members  claimed  that 
an  amendment  limiting  the  prohibition  to  Ihe  rejec- 
tion oi  legal  money  bad  been  carried  by  a  majority 
ol  three  votes,  the  president  threatened  to  resign  i'f 
his  decisions  were  not  respected.  The  govern- 
ment's proposal  to  place  the  federal  district  under 
the  control  of  the  federal  government  was  substi- 
tuted by  that  of  the  special  committee  which  pro- 
vides that  said  district  shall  be  governed  by  its 
municipal  authorities.  A  proposal  to  abolish  the 
national  guard  was  rejected   by  Si  voles    to  6S. 


gy  hostile  to  the  republic:  ffe  was  followed  by 
Deputy  Barbosa  Lima,  who  thinks  that  the  logical 
sequence  of  the  separation  of  church  and  stale  is 
perfect  religious  liberty  and  consequently  he  op- 
poses all  the  intolerant  provisions  in  the  constitu- 
tion,    lie  is  opposed  to  female  suffrage. 

Jamtaty  /./.—Deputy  Francisco  Veiga  spoke 
agaiu-t  the  resolution  relating  In  state  elections, 
whoso  passage,  he  says,  will  be  equivalent  to  a  vote 
of  censure  on  the  government.  If  the  govern, 
mem  pays  no  attention  to  the  suggestion  contained 
III  that  resolution,  congress  will  lose  prestige;  if, 
on  the  oilier  hand,  the  government  accepts  and 
follows  the  .suggestion,  it  will  thereby  confess  its 
incompetence  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  country, 
The  resolution  is  an  attempt  to  revive  parliamen- 
tary government,  under  which,  however,  it  must 
he  added,  never  was  there  a  vole  of  censure  con- 
ceived in  such  harsh  terms.  Deputy  Jose  Mariano 
denied  thai  the  resolution  was  hosiiie  to  the  gov- 
ernment. Congress,  it  is  true,  had  voluntarily  re- 
stricted its  present  Ltsk  to  the  forming  of  a  consti- 
tution ;  but,  nevertheless,  it  was  neither  to  be 
expected  nor  desired  that  the  representatives  of  the 
nation  should  be  deaf  and  dumb  as  to  what  is  oc- 
curring in  the  country.  On  the  contrary,  they 
would  be  recreant  to  their  most  sacred  duty,  if  in 
an  important  conjuncture  like  the  present,  they 
should  fail  to  come  loyally  to  the  government's  as. 
slstance  by  informing  it  of  the  feelings  and  aspira- 
tions of  the  nation  tliey  represent.  The  resolution 
is  not  a  suggestion,  but  advice  offered  in  a  friendly 
spirit  and  in  discharge  of  an  obligation  they  had 
no  right  to  evade.  The  resolution  was  carried  by 
a  vole  of  79  to  75,  the  ministers  voting  against  it, 
Deputies  Lacerdn  Coutinho,  Francisco  ISadaro  and 
Barbosa  Lima  spoke  in  favor  of  the  political  rights 
of  the  clergy.  While  the  last-named  was  speaking 
he  was  interrupted  by  Deputy  Sampaio  Ferraz. 

Sampaio  Ferraz,  — ''Do  you  believe  that  the  sep- 
aration of  church  and  state  could  have  been  ac- 
complished, if  the  people  bad  been  consulted 
thereon?  " 
Barbosa  Lima.-" I  do." 
Sampaio  Ferraz.— "Well,  I  do  not." 
Jatiuaty  ij.~A  motion  signed  by  S3  members 
empowers  the  president  to  request  the  government 
to  have  another  building  prepared  for  the  sittings 
of  congress.  It  suggests  for  this  purpose  the 
former  building  ol  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  and 
for  the  sittings  of  the  Senate  the  former  senate 
budding.  A!',':  a  speech  from  Deputy  Coelho  e 
Campos  Ihe  debate  on  Sections  I  and  II  of  Part  IV 
ol  the  constitution  was  closed  by  69  votes  to  66  in 
spite  of  the  vigorous  protest  of  Deputy  Costa 
Machado,  who  complained  that  the  right  of  discus- 
sion was  curtailed  with  a  scandalous  and  despotic 
violence,  unequalled  even  in  the  worst  days  of 
parliamentary  government.  The  provision  depriv- 
ing the  clergy  of  political  rights  was  adopted.  A 
provision  abolishing  all  existing  titles  and  dis- 
tinctions was  also  adopted.  The  provision  requir- 
ing religious  man  iage  to  be  preceded  by  the  civil 
ceremony  was  stricken  out  by  a  vote  of  77  to  68. 
The  celebration  of  the  ceremony  was  made  gralui- 
tous,  To  An.  7:,  $  5,  which  gives  a  secular  char- 
acter to  cemeteries  was  adder!  a  provision  allowing 
every  religion  to  make  use  of  its  funeral  rites  in 
relation  to  persons  professing  that  religion,  in  case 
such  rites  be  not  contrary  to  law  and  public  moral- 
ity. A,l  this  point  the  voting  was  interrupted  by 
the  want  of  a  quorum  and  its  continuation  was 
consequently  postponed  to  the  following  day. 

January  it.— Deputy  Francisco  Badaro  pre- 
seated  _a  resolution  asking  the  government  for  in- 
formation in  regard  to  mining  rights  granted  to 
Dr.  Theodureto  Souto  in  Minas  Geraes,  He  ad- 
vises the  people  to  make  legal  resistance  to  the 
encroachments  on  their  property  made  by  persons 
who  have  obtained  grants  from  the  government. 
Senator  Aquilino  do  Amaral  moved  to  insert  in  the 
journal  a  protest,  signed  by  himself  and  two  other 
representatives  of  Matto  Grosso,  against  the  dis- 
missal of  the  governor  of  that  state.  Deputy  An- 
tonio Azevedo  opposed  ihe  motion  and  caused  to 
be  read  a  petition  of  141  citizens  oi  Santa  Anna  de 
Parauahyba  memorializing  congress  on  an  act  of 
nsui  nation  committed  by  the  governor  of  Goyaz. 
Hie  lollowing  changes  were  made  by  congress  in 
the  government  draft  of  the  constitution:  The 
piovidon  excluding  Jesuits  from  the  country  and 
prohibiting  the  establishment  of  convents  was 
stneken  out  by  a  vote  of  94  to  62.  Anonymous 
editorship  is  prohibited.  In  the  provision  securing 
the  inviolability  of  correspondence  were  inserted 
the  words  "postal  and  telegraphic."  In  the  pro- 
vision relating  to  the  death  penalty,  the  words  "in 
political  crimes"  was  stricken  out  and  a  clause  in- 
serted excepting  military  legislation  in  time  of  war. 
The  tree  exercise  of  moral,  intellectual  and  indus- 
trial professions  is  guaranteed,  and  patent  rights 
are  secured.  Lotteries  are  abolished.  No  Brazil- 
ian citizen  can  be  deprived  of  his  civil  or  political 
rights  on  account  of  his  religious  belief,  or  eccle- 
siastical functions,  nor  will  he  therefor  be  exempt 
from  the  performance  of  any  civic  duty.  No  lax 
can  lie  collected  except  in  virtue  of  a  law  for  that 
purpose.  The  holding  of  more  than  one  remu- 
oflice  is  prohibited.  The  alleging  of  re- 
ligious   belief    to  evade  duties  established  by  law 


will  be  punished  by  loss  of  political  rights.  Able- 
bodied  public  employes  can  not  lie  retired  from 
service  on  pensions.  Several  provisions  relating 
to  the  rights  of  military  officers  were  adopted. 
Among  the  proposed  changes  rejected  is  thai  es- 
tablishing female  suffrage.  Deputy  Jose"  Mariano 
moved  thai,  to  avoid  loss  of  time,  the  provisions 
adopted  by  congress  should  be  sent  at  once  to  the 
engrossing  committee.  Deputy  Relumba  spoke 
on  Part  V  of  the  constitution. 

Jamuvy  if, — There  was  read  a  message  from 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  congratulating 
the  people  of  Brazil  on  having  assumed  the  powers, 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  self-government. 
Deputy  Bernardino  de  Campos  moved  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  After 
a  speech  from  Deputy  Lauro  Muller,  Deputy 
Martinho  Prado  took  the  floor  and  vigorously  de- 
nounced the  squandering  of  the  country's  resources 
liy  the  government.  It  is  time,  he  says,  for  the 
original  republicans  to  unite  and  renew  the  agita- 
tion for  a  republic,  which  has  not  yet  been  estab- 
lished. He  proposes  to  amend  the  constitution  so 
as  to  deny  approval  to  the  acts  of  the  government 
nuking  giants  of  land  and  guarantees  of  interest. 
He  was  answered  by  Senator  Ramiro  Barcellos 
who  asserts  that  congress  has  no  right  to  insert 
such  a  provision  in  the  constitution.  Deputy  Epi- 
tacto  spoke  against  the  proposal  of  Deputy  Nilo 
I'e^anha  to  regulate  the  state  elections  by  the  law 
of  Jan.  9,  1S81,  until  a  new  electoral  law  shall 
have  been  framed  by  congress.

The  police  dele- 
gate was  wounded. 

—The  governors  of  Para  and  Matto  Grosso  are 
catling  for  tenders  for  opening  a  road  between 
Itaituba  or  Santarem  and  Cuyaba.

—A  telegram  from  Pnia  says  lhat  lite  commnnder 
of  the  Actc  has  succeeded  in  saving  his  steamer. 

—It  is  stated  that  in  Sacramento,  Minns  Gerties, 
the  municipal  judge  has  issued  a  warrant  lor  the 
iirreat  ol  8  electors  who  refuse  to  vote  (or  the  gov- 
ernment candidates. 

—A  telegram  from  ParA  on  the  l6lh  says  that 
the  Amazon  company's  steamer  Sabia  struck  on 
the  Tanapcssassti  rocks,  both  vessel  and  cargo  suf- 
fering considerable  damage. 

—It  is  reported  that  Gen.  Candida  Costa  lias  re- 
sinned the  governorship  of  Rio  Grande  do  Sill  and 
that  he  will  be  succeeded  by  Gen.  Vasquej,  chief  of 
police  of  the  city  of  Rio  de  Janeiro. 

—They  say  that  Gov.  I'ortellii  was  hissed  on  his 
recent  electioneering  trip  to  Campos.  Gov.  Por- 
tella  in  the  role  of  lialmaceda  is  just  too  funny  for 
auvlliiiu'.  So,  down  with  the  dictatorship—in

—Let  that  Santos  letter  look  to  its  laurels.  On 
Dec.  ilth  a  registered  letter  containing  40$  left 
the  station  of  Monnerat  on  the  Cantagallo  railway 
en  totite  for  the  city  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  and  lias  not 
been  heard  from  since.  The  Santos  time  may  be 
beaten  yet  1 

— On  the  9th  Gen.  Par  toll  a,  governor  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  went  to  Cape  Frio  to  see  li is  picture  "in- 
augurated" at  the  municipal  chamber  there,  To 
avoid  any  chance  of  disaster  Gen.  Portella  took  the 
band  ol  the  Rio  de  Janeiro  police  corps  along  with 
him,  in  this  manner  securing  harmony. 

— The  soldiers  who  caused  llie  disturbance  at 
Campinas  continued  their  disorderly  behavior  011 
reaching  Uberaba,  Minas  Geraes,  where  they  are 
to  be  stationed  for  a  while  before  proceeding  to 
Goyaz.  The  people  of  Uberaba  are  much  alarmed 
and  are  arming  to  defend  themselves. 

— At  a  largely  attended  opposition  meeting  ill  S. 
Paulo  a  committee  was  appointed  to  take  such  ac- 
tion as  may  be  deemed  necessary  in  the  organization 
of  the  state.  Among  the  members  of  the  committee 
are  Senator  Ranged  Pestana  (republican),  ex-Depu- 
ties Conde  do  Pinhal  and  Moreira  de  Barros  (lib- 
erals), and  Col.  Rodovalho  (conservative). 

— As  president  of  the  census  board  al  Santa  Ma- 
ria Magdalena,  in  the  neighboring  stale  of  Rio  de 
Janeiro,  there  was  appointed  a  man  who,  il  is  said, 
not  only  does  not  exist  but  actually  never  did  exist. 
We  thought  we  perceived  an  inclination  to  count 
imaginary  population,  bat,  until  litis  story  reached 
us,  we  were  unaware  that  imaginary  census-lakers 
were  expected  to  do  the  counting. 

— A  telegram  received  at  Para  from  this  city 
slates  the  custom-house]  employes  at  that  port 
would,  by  order  of  Gen.  Ruy,  receive  10  per  cent. 
addilional  pay.  Another  telegram  from  the  same 
source  states  that  the  congressmen  of  the  slate  ex- 
pect to  obtain  from  congress,  as  soon  as  it  enters 
upon  its  legislative  functions,  an  appropriation  for 
the  Para  navy-yard,  and  thai  the  minister  of  the 
navy  had  promised  to  make  the  improvements  re- 
quired. The  cutting  of  limber  for  the  navy-yard, 
it  is  added,  would  soon  be  authorized. 

— Bahia,  not  to  be  out-done  by  Ceara,  has  a  fam- 
ily just  as  worthy  of  being  sent  to  France  as  the 
Ceara  family,  of  whom  we  gave  an  account  last 
week.  At  the  head  of  lit?  Bahia  family  is  an  old 
man  who  is  126  years  of  age  and  whose  wife  is  1 14 
years  old.  They  have  had  39  children,  of  whom 
37  are  still  living.  They  have  121  grandchildren 
and  168  great-grandchildren.  The  great-great- 
grandchildren we  suppose  to  be  numberless,  for 
our  informant  says  he  was  unable  to  count  them. 
The  members  of  this  little  family  are  the  sole  in- 
habitants of  Lagda  d' Alleluia  (Halleluja  lake). 


—A  telegram  to  the  Cotrtio  do  Povo,  published 
on  the  iSth,  stales  that  the  employes  of  the  S. 
Paulo  railway  company  had  applied  lor  increased 
pay,  because  of  the  increased  cost  of  living  and  of 
house  rent. 

—From  February  1st  the  Paulisla  railway  com- 
pany will  make  considerable  reductions  on  the 
tariff  cost  of  passages,  varying  from  30  per  cent,  on 
certain  first-class  tickets  to  6  per  pent,  on  certain 
of  the  second-class.  U  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
tariff  for  goods  will  not  be  overlooked. 

— Accidents  arc  getting  alarmingly  frequent  oil 
the  S.  Paulo  railways.  Besides  those  elsewhere 
recorded  we  note  here  one  on  ihc  English  road 
near  Pilar,  in  which  a  man  was  severely  hurt,  and 
one  on  the  Mogyana  road,  near  Jaguary,  in  which 
serious  injury  was  done  to  a  one-year  old  child. 

"We  are  assured  that  to  three  "dear  ones"  (pre- 
difatas)  of  the  Rio  Grande  (do  Sul)  deputation 
there  will  be  made  a  concession  for  rail  laying  and 
construction  works  over  about  500  kilometres  of 
railways  in  Rio  Grande  1I0S11I.

—On  the  lath  Inst,  a  contract  was  signed  by  the 
S.umcahy  railway  company  and  the  governor  of 
the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  for  a  prolongation  of 
the  Sanl'Anna  railway  section  from  I'assa  Tres  to 
a  junction  with  the  Botafogo  and  Angra  dos  Rets 
section  at  Mangaraliba,  and  also  from  PassaTrcs  to 
Marrccas  on  the  boundary  with  the  stale  of  S. 
Paulo.

Railroad    Notes 

—A  brakeman  fell  Irom  a  train  on  the  Mogyana 
road  and  was  run  over  and  killed. 

—On  the  16th  inst.  the  contract  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Norte  de  S.  Paulo  railway  was  signed 
here. 

— Baron  de  Jaguara  has  resigned  the  presidency 
of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Paulista  railway 
company. 

— A  rotten  cross-tie  recently  caused  the  derailing 
of  a  train  on  the  Bragantina  railway.  Two  persons 
were  slightly  injured. 

—It  is  reported  that  Gen.  Glyceric  has  promised 
llie  Para  congressmen  to  spend  2oo,ooo$ooo  in  ex- 
tending the  Braganca  railway. 

— Between  Amparo  and  Jaguary,  on  the  Mogy- 
ana railway,  a  special  train  carrying  the  share- 
holders of  the  road  ran  over  and  killed  a  man. 

— It  appears  that  the  directors  of  the  Paulista 
line  are  renewing  their  attempt  to  purchase  the 
English  road.     They  seem  determined  to  have  it. 

—In  a  collision  between  trains  on  the  Central 
line,  near  Bclem,  one  of  the  engine-drivers  was 
killed  and  4  employe's  and  three  passengers  were 
injured. 

— The  governor  ol  Para  is  investigating  ihe  stale 
of  the  Braganca  railway,  with  a  view  to  deciding 
whether  it  will  be  advantageous  to  the  state  to  sell 
that  road  or  not. 

— The  board  of  directors  of  the  Paulista  railway 
company  has  declared  that  it  had  no  intention  of 
purchasing  the  English  road  unless  it  could  obtain 
from  the  government  a  guarantee  of  interest  on 
£  7,000,000. 

— It  is  stated  that  the  Companhia  Geral  has  given 
an  order  lor  4,000,000$'  worth  of  rolling  slock  and 
other  railway  material.  This  order  embraces, 
among  other  things,  315  cars  ol  difiercnt  classes 
and  45  Baldwin  locomotives. 

—According  to  a  telegram  published  in  the 
Correio  do  Povo  on  the  14th,  the  proposal  by  the 
Paulista  company  to  purchase  the  S.  Paulo  railway 
will  he  based  on  such  a  price  that  the  net  revenue 
of  the  English  company  will  suffice  to  meet  interest 
and  sinking  fund  on  the  capital  employed  in  the 
purchase. 


— The  notaries  public  have  protested  against  ihe 
decree  establishing  the  Ton-en's  registration. 

— The  news  company  recently  established  here 
claims  to  have  20,176  agencies  fur  the  sale  of  news- 
papers.    On  paper,  of  course  ! 

— The  Correio  do  Povo  is  loo  bad !  On  the  131I1 
il  says  the  Mint  in  1S90  experimented  2,190  limes 
in  payato,  and  purposely  makes  the  last  letter  look 
like  a  y! 

— A  decree,  dated  on  the  11  lb,  revoked  that  of 
May  2nd,  1890,  which  dismissed  Sr.  Carlos  de 
Laet  from  his  professorship  nl  the  ex-Pedro  II 
college,  and  places  him  on  the  pension  list. 

— On  the  loth  the  Jornal  says  that  Sr.  Medeiros, 
late  editor  of  ihe  Tubuna,  is  going  to  Europe.  Sr. 
Medeiros  has  had  enough  of  journalism  in  Brazil 
apparently,  or  has  realized  enough  to  retire ! 

— The  Empreza  Industrial  de  Melhoramentos  no 
Brazil  has  been  authorized  by  the  municipal  council 
lo  open  a  tunnel  between  Botafogo  and  Laiangciras. 
It  will  begin  in  Rita  Guanabara  and  end  in    Rita 

Farani. 

— On  the  iolh  a  local  colleague  says  a  happy 
man  lias  secured  from  the  provisional  municipal 
government  a  thirty-years'  monopoly  to  establish 
markets  in  the  S.  Christovao,  Botafogo  and  En- 
genlio  Novo  districts  of  Ibis  city. 

— The  minister  of  finance  has  taken  pity  on  llie 
messengers  of  bis  department  and  permitted  them 
to  change  their  "lail-coats"  lor  jackets.  The  heat 
must  have  been  dreadful  to  have  induced  a  treasury 
messenger  to  forego  bis  tail-coat. 

—Decree  No.  1245,  of  the  qth  inst.,  grants  min- 
ing rights  in  Minas  Geraes  lo  Bachelor  Josi?  Cesario 
de  Faria  Alviin.  Is  it  possible  that  our  friend 
General  Cesario  Alvim,  commander-in-chief  of  the 
department  of   the   interior,  is  the  fortunate  man  ? 

— The  lime-honored  republican,  Dr.  Aristides 
Lobo,  says  that  the  present  danger  of  the  republic 
consists  not  in  Sebastianist  (monorchia!)  reaction, 
but  in  the  prolongation  of  the  dictatorship,  which, 
at  a  period  when  there  should  be  a  return  to  legal 
forms,  continues  to  exercise  absolute  sway. 

— We  do  not  know  the  source  of  their  informa- 
tion, but  the  focal  press  on  the  14th  announced 
that  Sr.  Sebasliao  Pinho  had  closed  his  books  for 
1890,  and  verified  his  profits  to  be  27,000,000$  j 
Iwo  millions  and  a  quarter  sterling  is  undoubtedly 
a  handsome  year's  work. 

— The  Archbishop  of  Bahia,  on  the  121I1,  ad- 
dressed a  long  letter  to  congress  asking  il  not  to 
persecute  the  church.  II  the  constitution,  he  says, 
wounds  the  religious  fibre  of  the  Brazilian  people, 
there  will  result  therefrom  a  permanent  conflict, 
which  everyone  should  consider  llie  greatest  of 
calamities. 

—Two  midshipmen  on  the  corvette  Nidheroy, 
which  put  back  here  leaking,  found  they  bad  press- 
ing business  that  called  them  to  their  homes  in 
Minas  Geraes,  and  asked  for  three  months'  leave. 
Admiral  Wandenkolk  replied:  "You  must  com- 
plete Ihe  voyage  ;  had  not  the  vessel  returned  the 
business  of  interest  would  have  been  deferred." 

—On  the  14th  it  was  announced  thai  Gen.  Ben. 
jamin  Constant,  minister  of  public  instruction,  tele- 
graphs and  post-offices,  had  resigned,  on  account 
of  his  health,  and  that  Gen.  Bocayuva  would  take 
the  portfolio  lor  the  present.  Al  a  cabinet  meeting 
on  the  17th,  however,  it  was  resolved  lo  invite  the 
former  to  remain  in  the  cabinet,  because  of  an  im- 
pending reorganization  of  ihe  same. 

—We  are  inclined  to  applaud  the  move  (or  giving 
women  voles— and  of  course  seats  in  congress.

Il 
certainly  shows  a  wonderful  change  from  the  Jot- 
tin/  of  20  years  ago,  and  we  trust  our  colleague 
will  find  il  necessary  to  print  lS  pages,  alt  advei- 
tisements  (the  journalist's  dream  \),  every  day  be- 
fore long. 

— The  Polytechnic  students  who  have  been  up  to 
Sao  Paulo  on  llie  customary  annual  excursion,  are 
accused  of  behaving  like  a  gang  of  rowdies.  We 
trust  the  report  is  exaggerated,  for  it  will  be  more 
than  the  institution  can  stand  to  have  members  of 
its  faculty  running  jockey  clubs  and  stock-gambling 
enterprises,  and  its  students  going  out  to  "  panvt 
the  town  red  "  in  Sao  Paulo. 

—Perhaps  the  laull  is  entirely  due  to  our  lack  of 
comprehension,  but  how  is  it  that  the  constituent 
assembly  can  declare  in  one  article  that  no  sworn 
member  of  a  religious  order  or  community  can  be 
inscribed  as  an  elector,  and  then  in  another  that 
"no  Brazilian  citizen  can  be  deprived  of  his  civil 
or  political  rights  on  account  of  his  religions  belief 
or  ecclesiastical  functions"?  To  prohibit  a  priest 
from  occupying  a  seal  in  congress,  or  from  register- 
ing as  a  voter,  is  certainly  depriving  him  ol  his  po- 
litical rights. 

—"The  ministry  met  lasl  night  in  conference  at 
the  Ilamaraty  palace,  from  8  to  II  o'clock.  The 
ministers  of  war,  public  instruction,  and  finance 
did  not  appear,  the  last  sending  by  his  secretary  a 
letter  to  the  general-in-chiei  announcing  that  he 
was  ill.  At  the  meeting  it  was  decided,  among 
oilier  questions,  that  the  decree  relative  to  the 
Obras  Hydraulicas  company  would  not  be  signed, 
and  that  Gen.  Benjamin  Constant  would  continue 
to  direct  the  public  instruclion  department,  because 
there  would  shortly  be  a  new  cabinet  organized."

Brokers  again  report  a  fair  business  doing  for  the  week. 
Receipts  of  flour  are  moderate,  and  stocks  are  further  re- 
duced, with  quotations  advanced  750  rs— i$ooo  per  brl.  for 
foreign.  A  cargo  of  Pitch  pine,  a  considerable  quantity  of 
white,  and  live  cargoes  of  Swedish  have  arrived,  and  all  has 
gone  into  dealers'  hands.  The  markets  are  reported  to  be 
steady.  Kerosene  is  higher  and  firm.  Lard  also  has  ad- 
vanced, although  receipts  have  been  tolerably  free.  Rice  has 
advanced  about  500  rs.  per  bag,  and  is  strong.  The  market 
for  Codfish  is  still  firm,  but  dealers  make  no  chances  in  quo- 
tations; stocks  are  moving  down  gradually,  and  deliveries  for 
the  week  appear  to  have  been  satisfactory.

It  is  to  be  desired  that 
wharfingers  should  make  application  to  the  1  reasury  for  bond- 
ing their  stores,  and  oblige  the  officials  to  confess  that  they 
are  determined  to  protect  a  pernicious  monopoly,  or  show 
willingness  to  submit  this  to  a  competition  that  will  un- 
doubtedly lead  to  Its  extinction.
